REMARKS 

Amendments to Specification 

As indicated above, paragraph [0069] and paragraph [0082] have been amended 
herein. Applicants assert that these amendments merely correct obvious and/or typographical 
errors and that no new matter has been introduced by these amendments. According, Applicants 
request that the Examiner enter these amendments. 

Claim Amendments 

Claims 1, 25, 32, 33, 36 and 37 are amended herein, claims 2, 14, 34, 35 and 38 
are cancelled herein, and new claims 42-44 are added. The remaining claims are unchanged. 

Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the limitations of claims 2 and 14 and claims 2 
and 14 are cancelled. 

Claims 25 and 32 are amended to more specifically recite that after heat treating, 
the nickel-base alloy includes an amount of grain boundary precipitates sufficient to pin a 
majority of grain boundaries in the matrix. Support for this amendment can be found throughout 
the Subject Application, for example, at paragraphs [0029]-[0033]. 

Claim 33 is amended to incorporate the limitations of claims 34 and 35 and claims 
34 and 35 are cancelled. Claim 33 is also amended to more specifically recite that the nickel- 
base alloy includes an amount of grain boundary precipitates sufficient to pin a majority of grain 
boundaries in the matrix and to delete the phrase "wherein the nickel-base alloy has a yield 
strength at 1300°F of at least 120 ksi, a percent elongation at 1300°F of at least 12 percent, a 
notched stress-rupture life of at least 300 hours as measured at 1300°F and 80 ksi, and a low 
notch sensitivity." Support for this amendments can be found throughout the Subject 
Application, for example, paragraphs [0029]-[0033]. 

Claim 36 is amended to more specifically recite that the heat treated 71 8-type 
nickel-base alloy includes an amount of grain boundary precipitates sufficient to pin a majority 
of grain boundaries in the matrix. Support for these amendments can be found throughout the 
Subject Application, for example, paragraphs [0029]-[0033]. Claim 36 is also amended to delete 
the redundant occurrence of the term "alloy" at line 1 1 of the claim. 
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Claim 37 is amended to incorporate the limitation of claim 38, and claim 38 is 
cancelled. Claim 37 is also amended to more specifically recite that the nickel-base alloy is a 
71 8-type nickel-base alloy and includes an amount of grain boundary precipitates sufficient to 
pin a majority of grain boundaries in the matrix. Further, the phrase "wherein the nickel-base 
alloy has a yield strength at 1300°F of at least 120 ksi, a percent elongation at 1300°F of at least 
12 percent, a notched stress-rupture life of at least 300 hours as measured at 1300°F and 80 ksi, 
and a low notch sensitivity 5 ' is deleted from claim 37. Support for these amendments can be 
found throughout the Subject Application, for example, paragraphs [0029]-[0033]. 

New claims 42, 43 and 44, which depend from claims 33, 36 and 37, respectively, 
are added herein. Support for these new claims can be found, for example, in the Examples, 
wherein alloys processed in accordance with various embodiments of the invention having 
stress-rupture life values of at least 400 hours when measured at 1300°F and 80 ksi are disclosed. 
Specifically, in Example 1 , alloys processed in accordance with various embodiments of the 
invention and having stress-rupture life values ranging of 403.7 hours and 581.4 hours when 
measured at 1300°F and 80 ksi are disclosed. 

Applicant asserts that these amendments are within the scope of the disclosure of 
the Subject Application and that no new matter has been introduced into the Subject Application 
by the foregoing amendments. Accordingly, Applicants request that the Examiner enter these 
amendments into the record prior to examination of the pending claims.
